On March 31, 2000, the @onission released a Report and Order and Further Notice of
Proposed Rulemaking on Numbering Resource Optimizal®O(Orde). In theNRO Order
the Commission directed the North American Numbering Council (NAKC)ropose revisions
to the existing proposed thousands-block Pooling Administrator (PA) Requirements Document to
specify the technical requirements for the Pooling AdministfatBhousands-block number
pooling is an alternative method for the assignment of numbering resources. Instead of assigning
all 10,000 numbers within an NXX coti® a single service provider, thousands-block pooling
involves the allocation of telephone numbers within an NXX code in blocks of a thousand
sequential numbers to different service providers in a particular rate area. Under the plan laid out
in theNRO Order a National Thousands-Block Pooling Administrator will coordinate and
administer the allocation of the thousands blocks.

! The NANC was created under the Federal Advisom@idtee Act, 5 U.S.C. App. 2 (1988), to advise the
Commission and to make recommendations, reached through consensus, that foster efficient and impartial number
administration. The membershipMdANC, which includes thirty-two voting members and four sglaton-voting
members, was selected to represent all segments of the telecommunications industry as well as regulatory entities
and consumer groups with interests in numbering administration. The duARK charter directs the Council

to develop recommendations on numbering policy issues and facilitate number conservation including

identification of technical solutions to numbering exhaust.

The NANC revised the PA Requirements Document, and forwarded proposed technical
requirements to the Chief, Common Carrier Bureau (Bureau), Federal Communications
Commission (FCC) on July 20, 2000, for information and consideration in the Numbering
Resource Optimization (NRO) proceeding.

It is anticipated that the technical requirements recommended by the NANC will provide a
basis for the Statement of Work in the FCC solicitation for a Thousands-Block Pooling
Administrator. Therefore, we are asking for comments on the technical requirements
recommended by the NANC.

The NANC's Requirements Document does not, however, reflect a position of the FCC in
any way as to the final technical requirements or contract terms for the anticipated solicitation.
The technical requirements in the FCC solicitation may differ from those recommended by the
NANC. The NANC's Requirements Document also included some contract terms and conditions
in addition to technical requirements. The contract terms and conditions for the FCC solicitation
will differ from those in the NANC's Requirements Document. The final contract terms and
conditions will be based on the requirements of the Federal Acquisition Regulation.

The technical requirements for the National PA Requirements Document are attached, and
we seek comment on them. The technical requirements are also available via the Internet at
http://lwww.fcc.gov/ccb/Nanc/ . At that address, click on <Correspondence>, then
proceed to the entry dated <7/20/2000>, and click on <Attachment (Word)>. Comments should
specifically address whether the technical requirements are sufficiently detailed, comprehensive,
and clear, and whether they adequately describe the duties and scope of the National Thousands-
Block Pooling Administrator’s responsibilities. Comments from interested parties are due at
